I am inclosing some letters which speak for them 
selves, and on advice of friends place ea little matter in your hanis 
for adjustment. 

Briefly the matter is as follows: In due course 
after the late Amendment to the Medical Law was passed, my Certificate, 
as ea Naturopath, was forwarded to you with others and returned to 
Los Angeles properly endorsed, being a legal license to practice 
Heturopathy in this state, The letters inclosed state this, 

Prior to this I appeared before Drs. Sclmltz and 
Haney end was informed that they had been to considerable expense 
in the matter of legislation, and each ‘menber of the Association 
would have to pay over the sum of $50.00 to meet this, also (pleace 
note the following) it was intimated that further assessments would 
be called for in the future from the members, the amount of same 
not being stated to me, but no hardship would be placed on any one. 
This conversation was conducted privately by Dr. Haney. 

In reply I stated that $50. down was impossible for 
me at that time, but I would pey $10. down and give my note for the 
balance. This was promptly accepted. In regard to the indefinite 
assessments to be paid in the future, I stated thet 1 wulditry to 
do my part to meet the general expense 2s soon as able. Thet is 
the way the matter rested and I came home. 

Subsequently I wes infomed of the return of the 
Certificate to Los Angeles, properly endorsed &c.,but that I mst 


immedietely forw-rd $250. more, and the Certificete would not be

forwarded to me till I did ao, 

Wot being able to raise such a sum, or to pay notes if 
given, md the matter appearing to me an outrage, a sort of hold-up, 
so to speak, I wrote that euch a thing was impossible, but I would borrow 
$40. and take up my note, if that would be saticfectory, that being all I 
could do, The inclosed letters will make this all clear to you and show 
the injustice attempted, 

I have friends here who do not take kindly ta the methods 
of Dre, Haney and Schoults. They do not consider that any such high 
handed proceeding was contemplated by those who azgisted to make the 
measure a law, nor do they believe you will countenance it. They therefore 
advise me to plece the mtter in your hands, believing you will see justice 
done. 

Dr. Schoults stated to me that the Association consisted 
of sixty odd members. Assessing each $300, would being in the tidy sum 
of $18,000 or go to be divided between the two genelemen mentiohed. My 
time for the last two years hee been mostly devoted to the care of a hope- 
less invalid and financially I am drained to the breaking point. This 
bieing fully known to Drs. Haney and Sbimltz, their injustice becomes 
the more apparent. 

As the matter stands, Doctor, my license to practice 
legally in this state has been granted but ie being held in Los Angeles 
to extort a further eum of $250, from me. All I desire is a license. My 
friends believe it within your power and province to grant me a license 
direct, on payment to you of the necessary fes, which I am ready to send. 
The letters to Dr. Haney have made any further correspondence impossible, 
eo I am plecing the matter in your hands, inclosing the correspondence, 


believing you will do what is right and proper.

T have hastily run ovef the 
correspondence and particulerly the letters 
addressed to Dr. #. W. Deblortimer, signed by 
Dr. J. UW. Haney, Secretary of the Association 
of Naturopaths of Ualifornia. This corres- 
pondence relates to a certificate or license 
to practice in this State, which has been sizned 
by the President and Secretary of the State 
Board of Examiners and is now in the hands of 
Dr. Heney, Mégxerx My impression is that these 
letters put the Aswciation in a very com 
promising position, and there is no doubt but 
that if the Doctor was able to take legal 
steps he could comm hin to deliver the cer 
tificate, but this he is not financially able 
to do. 


I am particularly surprised 
that Dr. Schults should lend himself to this 
seeming attempt to hold Dr. DeMortimer up for 
a@ sum of money to pay for alleged legislative 
expenses.

This corporation which was organized prior to an act of legislation 
licensing 103 Naturopaths in 1909, is still open and is being reserved 
from month to month by a new organization who attempted to put through a 
vill creating a Board of Naturopathia Physicians at the last Legislature. 
The current group is headed by Carl 3. Hotehkiss, « chiropraotor, in 

Los Angeles as President, and some 30 other chiropractors throughout the 
State. 


Checking with tha Los Angeles County Clerk's office during the recent 
activities to croate the Naturopathic Board, we learned that although the 
bill was said to be sponsored by a group known as the "Board of Examiners, 
Naturopathio Physiofans Association of California," no such organization is 
listed with the County Clerk's office in los Angeles as applying for per~ 
mission to operate under a fictitious name nor is any such organization 
incorporated with the Secretary of State. However further investigation 
disclosed that Mr. Hotchkiss for some time had been reserving from month 
to month the name of the original incorporated association. 


In the event that further legislation is attempted at future sessions, these 
documents may be of conaiderablo value in defeating such measures.

tioner, whereas at the present time the public 
have no way of knoutng who serves them or 

what his connection to the stave may be,
